SAN FRANCISCO (UP)—Interurban

STORMS COVERS 
COUNTY 


Rain Favors Stockmen; Seven 
Inches Of Snow At Tahoe; 
Road Open, Chains Required 


The Armistice Day storm blanketed 
| 1 Dorado county with rains in the 
lowlands and snows in the higher 
reaches, leaving seven inches of the 
billowy white in Lake Valley, sixteen 
inches on the Echo Summit, ten inches 
at Strawberry and a snowline at the 
34-mile stone. 

U. S. route 50 to Lake Valley is open 
to travel and chains are required on all 
cars going above Kyburz. 

Rainfall in Placerville for the storm 
was 1.22 inches, raising the total for 
the season to 3.07 inches. 

The storm was the answer to the 
“hopes” of stockmen who expect that, 
barring a freeze, the range grasses will 
be started. 

Mrs. M. D. Morris, at Pacific Ranger 
station, reports that a three-inch seep 
pan which was outside near the sta- 
tion was nearly filled by the rain and 
snow at the station. A trace of snow 
fell upon the ground at the station on 
| Thursday but was gone within @ few 
hours. 

The state division of highway offices 
at Smith Flat reports that its snow 


| plow cleared the highway to Lake Val- 


‘ley Thursday and found sixteen inches 
| of snow on the summit, 12 inches at 
Camp Sacramento, ten inches a6 
Strawberry and the snowline at the 
34-mile stone. 

A sign was posted at Kyburz warn- 
ing drivers proceeding beyond that 
point to put on chains. 

The Pacific Gas & Electric Company 
had a report from Twin Lakes of a 
seven-inch snow depth and Lumber- 
yard ranger station reported a simi- 
lar depth. 

The storm aided materially in the 
control of a brush fire which broke out 
near the Rock Creek power house Wed- 
nesday afternoon and burned over an 
estimated 80 acres before being con- 
trolled by CCC crews under the super- 
vision of forest officers from the 
Georgetown ranger district.

RED RIVER VALLEY 
PATHFINDER GETS 
MONUMENT 


PEMBINA, S. D. (UP)—Atop a tree- 
covered hill in Pembina state park 
Stands a cairn as a shrine to the valor- 
ous deeds of frontiersman Joseph 
(Jolly Joe) Rolette, pioneer transpor- 
tation king of the Red River Valley. 

The monument, dedicated recently, 
commemorates the one-time Pembina 
postmaster who died in 1871 as a fron- 
tier leader and pathfinder. 


Born in Prairie du Chien to wealthy 
French parents, Jolly Joe forsook an | 
education in exclusive New York | 
schocls for a rugged life in the wilds 
of North Dakota. 


Rollette was credited with inventing 
the so-called Red River cart in 1842 
and a year later there were 5,000 of the 
vehicles making the long trek between 
St. Paul and Fort Garry. For years 
following he ruled as transportation 
king of the region. 

Finding the transportation business 
too commonplace for his advenurous 
spirit, Rollette embarked into politics 
and was elected to the Minnesota ter- 
ritorial house in 1853. Later he became 
postmaster here and also served 
customs collector.
